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REMARKS 

The Examiner's thoughtful attention to this application is sincerely appreciated. 

The elastic exercise apparatus of the invention is believed to be particularly 
comfortable to use, which facilitates the exercise of an individual's hand. The comfort of 
the exercise apparatus is due to the ability of a user to elastically: 

1 . Twist the upper portion of the apparatus, and 

2. Bow or arch the apparatus into the upper palm and lower fingers of the 
user, 

in the manner illustrated in Figs. 3 and 4 of the application. The Giraldi reference (U.S. 
1 ,623,869) does not disclose a hand exercise apparatus that functions in this manner. Nor 
do the many other existing hand exercise apparatus appear to function in this manner. 
Other existing hand exercise apparatus focus on simply compressing, radially or otherwise, 
an exercise apparatus and do not focus on producing an exercise method in which 
exercise apparatus: 

1 . Elastically rotates and twists simultaneously with movement of the fingers 

as the user's hand closes, and 
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2. Arches into the palm of the user's hand as the user's hand closes. 

Applicant endeavored to amend the Claims to recite clearly the above noted 
features of the invention. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the amended Claims are not anticipated under 
35 U.S.C. Section 102 nor rendered obvious under 35 U.S.C. Section 103 by the 
references of record. 

If the Examiner finds merit in the foregoing remarks and amendments, it is believed 
the application is in condition for allowance and such action is earnestly solicited.
